Huntsman, Professional And Amateur 


Amateurs Mave Played Important 
Role Hunting Hounds In England 
As Well As In America 


By A. Henry Higginson, M. I. H. 

To-day, when many of the best packs in England and elsewhere are 
hunted by amateurs, it may seem strange that Peter Beckford, who, although 
he died a hundred and thirty years ago, still remains the greatest authority 
on foxhunting, neither hunted his own hounds nor had any desire to do so 
In the opening chapter of “THOUGHTS ON HUNTING”, he says “You will 
say, perhaps, there is something too laborious in the occupation of a Hunts 
man for a gentleman to take it upon himself; you may also think it is be 
neath him: I agree with you in both 

As far as I can gather, there were very few, if any, amateur Huntsmen 
in those days; or for that matter, for several years after the “THOUGHTS 
had been written Hugo Meynell. to whom Beckford evidently looked up as 
being a great breeder, and a great exponent of foxhunting, did not hunt 
hounds; but he certainly practiced Beckford’s recommendation that it was 
necessary that he understand it in all its branches It must be remembered 
that the hunting of a pack of hounds, in Beckford’s day, entailed far more 
physical labour than that which falls to the lot of most amateur Huntsinen 
to-day; no motors to take them to their meets in the morning and home again 
at night, after a hard day's work, for them; but a long, cold hack, in the 
chill of the evening, after the day’s sport was over Horses were not eve1 
really fit in those days, and there must have been many times when hounds 
and Hunt servants reached the kennels long after dark 

As time went on, however, Masters began to find out the pleasure to be 
derived from hunting hounds they had bred themselves, and more tried their 
hands at the game. There probably were many of whom we have never heard 
who found the task too arduous and gave it up, for one reason or another; 
but there were notable exceptions——both Tom Smiths, Grantley Berkeley 
John Ward and Squire Osbaldeston, to name a few — although the latter was 
said to be a shocking performer. It would be quite impossible for me to give 
a detailed list of all the famous amateur Huntsmen of the last half century; 
but to-day or rather before the outbreak of war, when the last statistics 
were published——-60 percent of the packs in England were hunted by 
amateurs In America, to my astonishment, I find the balance is exactly 
the other way; for there are rather over 60 percent of professionals employ 
ed. Of course, the growth of foxhunting in America has been tremendous in 
the last quarter of a century, and I suppose the fact that there are many 
Masters who have neither the time nor the inclination to take on the arduous 
duties which the successful hunting of a pack entails, has a good deal to do 
with it. When I was a boy in America, very few of my mates were seriously 
interested in hound breeding. A few of them had done a little drag hunting, 
but none of them knew anything about foxhunting; and the idea that any of 
us might ever seriously take it up never entered our heads But then, I was 
a New Englander, and of course the above statement would not have been 
true of the small boys of the Southern States There, on the other hand 
everyone hunted, though, in the "90s there were very few recognized pack 
and organized hunting, as we know it to-day, was very little practiced se 
that as it may. it is an unquestioned fact that the amateur Huntsman plays 
4much more important part in foxhunting to-day than he did fifty years ago 

And why not? If a man has the time and inclination, why should not 
the amateur Huntsman be as good, or better, than the professional? If edu 
fation is worth anything. surely it teaches us to apply our natural talents 
It seems to me that IF an amateur chooses to devote as much time and study 


'o becoming proficient in the art of hunting a pack of hounds as a profes

Editorials 


MAKING MOORE USE OF HUNTERS 








War time conditions bring to mind constantly the question of what to do 
with horses normally used for pleasure, riding, hunting, showing Should 
they all be turned out at once? This is rather foolish in that there is not a 
grain or hay shortage in the country, we are not dependent on shipments 
from abroad for feed even in the event of an actual shooting war In fact, 
horses if anything, may prove a real boon rather than an encumbrance 

When one stops to figure what really will be needed to win wars nowadays, 
always the one word, oil, comes to mind and oil is the one commodity that 
does not make the horse go around The civilian by using the horse is not 
burning the precious fuel supply of modern warfare Obviously, even real 
horse lovers and owners dre not expected to give up the car and turn back 
to the horse. There may come a time, as it has in England, when horses are 
making the trips to the village for the mail, the groceries and doing the 
major work on the farms; it has not come to this as yet in this country, but 
this may not be so far off and it does no harm to think of it. 

After experimenting for some time with the tractability of thoroughbreds 
in harness, it has been proven rather satisfactorily to us that the normal 
hunters, whether thoroughbred or halfbred will do their bit in harness and 
do it with very little trouble. The only problem is to start them off slowly 
enough so that they become accustomed to the new game without first be- 
coming frightened Long reins first, with a man to lead them, then the 
wagon harness flopping around, and tie next time, the cart with no one in 
it, but a man to encourage and lead on the ground beside them Hunters 
thus broken to harness, cause no trouble and can be driven with real safety 
and with but three or four days’ previous schooling. This system is not fool 
proof it has worked, however, with each animal we have tried and each 
time has resulted in a lot of sport driving single, in pairs and in tandem 
No matter how tractable horses become, they certainly should not be driven 
down main highways where trucks come screaming at them from all direc- 
tions, but if owners have back ways to town, a lot of gasoline may be saved 
for war work, by using the hunter on all kinds of trips back and forth to say 
nothing of supplanting the Sunday motor drive for the old-fashioned trap, 
dog cart or runabout. 

Hunting should certainly go on this year. It helps to keep spirits up, but 
there again, owners can make far more use of hunters and horses standing 
idle in stables than they now are doing The best thing in the world for 
hunters to say nothing of their owners, is long slow hacks to meets It fits 
both horse and rider and hunting becomes far more enjoyable on account 
of it Hacking back and forth from a hunt, rather than vanning may take 
an hour more each way, but for the real horseman, it is an hour well spent 
Some of the pleasantest recollections of any foxhunter is riding to a meet on 
his own horse, passing others doing the same thing, watching the whole 
pageant develop slowly before his eyes, the hounds, the horses and the hunt- 
ers, converging from over the countryside. After it is all over, instead of 
calling a van, if you ride slowly homeward in the evening, reviewing the 
day’s sport what a sense of relaxation you derive, and incidentally how much 
better your horse is in the morning after having had a chance to walk the 
fever out of his legs before being put in a stall.
